Dedications of the fine bronze sta­ 
tues to General Doubleday and Gen­ 
eral Wadsworth, 
which 
are to be 
erected this summer on Reynold’s ave­ 
nue and Oak Ridge, ure set for the 
last week in September. Appropriate 
ceremonies will In* arranged for both 
of them. 
Colonel Clinton Beckwith, 
of the 
New York State Monuments Commis­ 
sion, is now in Gettysburg making 
arrangements in connection with the 
completion of the work. The concrete 
bases for the memorials were put in 
last fall, the granite work is being 
completed at the quarries at Barre, 
Vermont, and one of the bronze sta­ 
tues has already been cast at a New 
York studio. The other will be cast 
I^efore many weeks. 
Septeml*er 24, 25, 26, and 27 have 
been tentatively selected for ceremon­ 
ies of unveiling at Gettysburg and 
Antietam. At Antietam the New York 
Commission will dedicate the monu­ 
ment to the 104th New York and will 
also hold suitable ceremonies at the 
coping about the New York plot. The 
monuments here may be dedicated on 
two separate days, but this has not 
been finally determined. 
The scale on which unveilings of 
other New York memorials have been 
tarried out would promise well for 
the affairs here this full. The fact 
that the Regular infantry commands 
are here, and that there will be no 
difficulty in securing their participa­ 
tion, will lend much of the spectacu­ 
lar to the events, und speakers of 
note wilt handle that part of the pro­ 
gram acceptably. 
The memorials are of excellent de­ 
sign and will Im* handsome additions 
to the First Day's Field. 


Brigadier General Chase VV. Ken­ 
nedy has been assigned to command 
over all the troops in the Gettysburg 
Camp. This announcement was made 
at the War Department Tuesday, and 
published to-day. Since the establish­ 
ment of the camp here, Colonel Jones, 
of the Seventh, as ranking colonel, 
has been head of the camp troops. It 
is understood that General Kennedy • 
will take charge promptly. His fam 
ily will have rooms at Gettysburg 
Academy where a number of the other 
officers’ families are quartered most 
pleasantly.

stitute a part of the Lincoln Highway. 
In speaking of the toll road situation 
State Highway 
Commissioner Frank 
B. Black says 
that the state depart­ 
ment wants York county to lienefit by 
the recent act of the legislature which 
provides for taking over toll roads in a 
county on a fifty-fifty 
basis between 
the state and the county. Taking into 
consideration the five toll roads which 
lead into York it is estimated that the 
cost will be about $128,OOO for the 
county. 
f /ive the Lincoln 
Highway in York 
county 
is freed 
from toll 
roads the 
abolishment of others w ill come. Three 
others of the most important are the 
York and Liverpool 
company’s ’pike 
toward 
Harrisburg, the 
York 
and 
Chanceford 
road anil the York 
and 
Maryland ’pike leading 
to Baltimore. 
The total appraised value of these five 
companies is in the neighborhood of 
$245,(HH). It is of note that their com­

The work of lifting the tracks of the 
Gettysburg Railway 
Company 
was 
started on Tuesday, the first opera­ 
tions beginning at a point along East 
Cemetery Hill and continuing north­ 
ward. The fir-it day’s work took the 
gang of men us far as the property 
of J E. McCammon. 
As the rails are taken out, the 
borough highway force follows and 
tills up with crushed stone. Later a 
steam roller will be put on the en­ 
tire line and the street put into con- 
dittea 
The siding in front of the cyclo- 
rarna 
building 
was 
taken 
out on 
Tuesday. It had been installed in 1913 
and the ties were in good shape but 
along the old line of the road the 
ties were nearly gone, and the rails 
lifted out of the ground w ithout mueh 
difficulty. This, it is believed, will be 
the general condition 
through the 
central part of the town. 
The rails will be shipped away to 
a purchaser, and later all the over­ 
head work will be taken down. This 
includes the wires on the streets and 
in Centre Square. The poles that were 
used exclusively by the Railway Com­ 
pany will come down, also, and those 
which it shared with other public 
service concerns will be turned over 
to the latter who will then assume 
all responsibility for them. 
The tu-k of tearing up the railroad 
is not a light one and it is expected 
to require several weeks in the town 
alone. The battlefield work will re­ 
quire even longer, and it will be some 
time before everything is cleared up 
and the right of way put back into 
its original condition.

In 
the beginning Mr. Hard describes 
his trip across the English Channel 
and arrival at Havre, and continuing 
says: 
“ Monday we left Havre and

Gee.it 
was rotten. It took 16 hours to go 
165 miles, but it is the best that can 
he done in war time. 
“There were seven of us in a com­ 
partment. We came third class and 
four sat on one seat and three on the

11rain stopped und I hurried up to 
the engineer and he ran some hot wa­ 
ter in on my tea leaves, so I had hot 
tea with my ‘hard tack’ and cheese. 


I Crider and I paid a franc and a half 
for a can of strawberry preserves, so 
that helped us out a lot. Tea is the 
big drink in England and here. When 
we were given our eats for the trip 
we were given a handful of tea leaves 
god a little sugar. 
“ We are situated on a very 
high 
bluff overlooking the sea. It is great 
here. We have tennis courts, baseball 
diamond, shower bath and the indica­ 
tions are for good eats. We are pleas­ 
e d very much with the location. We 
are glad to get located most any­ 
where us we have been traveling or 
rather shifting about for well on to 
four weeks. 
“ Last night at nine we went to our 
tents and at 9:15 started to undress. 
At 9:45 we retired and silence reigned 
in the camp. 
“There has been 
some of the sol­ 
diers who have been fighting at Som­ 
me und Arras here and they tell us 
some stories. Yesterday on our way 
here our tram stopped by some Ger­ 
man prisoners who were repairing the 
I track. They seemed to be a mighty 
t clean and hearty sort of fellows. 
“ Every day there is a funeral here. 
They die of wounds received in bat- 
; th*. There are also some German in­ 
jured who an* prisoners here. 
“The Y. M. C . A. hus opened a post 
here. It certainly is of great help to 
the soldier**. They sell sweets, tobac­ 
co, soap, cakes, coffee, etc. They have 
newspapers printed in English, pitno, 
billiard tables, concert hall, etc., and 
'the men certainly do appreciate it. 
“ Most of the large ambulances used 
in going down to meet the trains are 
driven by French girls. From a per- 
, sonal viewpoint I think 
the French 
girls are very pretty, 
most more so 
1 than the English girls. 
“ We were given a fine reception by 
'the French people. With our Ameri­ 
can 
flag 
arfd 
Red Cross 
flag the 
crowds of people cheered and each 
man took off his hat. J'he French peo­ 
ple like us very much and I am sorry 
we cannot talk with them. 
“ We’re beginning to see some of 
I the horrors of war. The men tell us 
some real tules of woe. 
We passed 
along the Sonmie yesterday.”
